A SHARK IN-‘THE HARBOOR. 


The appearance of » shark In the barbour is 
by no meaps so unusnal an occurrence as onr 
morning contempomry appears to imagine. 
Sharks are quite common in Hongkong waters, 
and, x{ certala seasons of the year, a fleet of 
some Iwenty to thirty boata may be seen off the 
Kowloon Dack Point engaged in fishing for 
them with considerable success, These sharks, 
however, seldom reach more than six feet In 
length and are not of an aggressive nature, cons 
tenting themselves with feeding upon any offal 
thrown overboard from ships or brought down 
by the tide, while thelr small sizs renders them 
comparatively harmless. Ae sharks have been 
in the harbour from time immemorlal and we 
have noloca! shark fatallites om record, |t may 
safcly be taken that there is no danger to 
bathers to be apprehended, ‘The reason that 
they are so seldom seen Mes in the fact that they 
belong ta the family of basking sharks, and 
spend the greater part of thelr Iives at the 
bottom, seldom or never coming to the surface 
axce,t when attracted by the sight of food,
